Mr. Roosevelt, in announcing the 
plan to aid an estim ated 500.000 ol 
young m en and girls, said: 
"I have determ ined th at we shall 
do som ething for the natio n ’s u n ­ 
employed youth because we can ill 
afford to lose the skill and energy 
of these young men and women." 
The president stressed the point, 
in enlisting state and city aid, that 
every attention be given to finding 
jobs in private industry and prom ­ 
ised a "m inim um allowance during 
the duration of apprenticeship." 
An average paym ent of 
$15 a 
m onth for youths on work relief was 
fixed; $6 a m onth would be given 
to those going to high school and 
$15 a m onth to youths m college.
